Armstrong, of Toronto, ia the 
possestor of an old Deolland telescope which 
was used on the quarterdeck of Lord Nel- 
son's flagship, the Victory, at the battle of 
Trafalgar, by Liewt. Spencer, mate of the 
ship. It was presented to Mr. Armstrong 
by the family of the late lieatecant in Eng: 
land about forty-three year ago. The 
glass, which is one of the finest ever mad>, 
“For,” says Mr. Armetrong, * I think tie 
art of making these glasses died with Mr. 
Doliand,” is abeut two and « half feet in 
length when closed, with wooden case, and 
is made up of two lengths. At the amaller 
end it is about one inch and « half in dia- 
meter, and at the larger about twoand one- 
half inches.

The battle of Trafalgar was the last and 
teat victory achieved by Nelson. At 
ybreak, on October 21, Villeneuve's fleet 
was sighted off Cape Trafalgar, and the 
English fleet was formed into two columns, 
the northern, led by Nelson in the Victory, 
and the southern under Collingwood in the 
Royal Sovereign. The wind waa light, and 
there was an ocean swell. Villeneuve « 
skilfal —— ——— a leader, had 
arranged his squadrons ably into two paral- 
lel lines, the vebnihe of the second com- 
manding the vessele of the first line, and 
they wera thus marshalled in « compact 
array, each division giving support to the 
other, and offering a continaous front of 
fire to the enemy. The southern column

pouring ® destructive broadside into the 
nta Anna, and then ranging alongside 
the Fougeux, The Royal Sovereign had 
outesiled ber consorts, and for many min- 
utes was surrodnded by enemies before a 
friendly ship could give her any assistance, 
By this time the northern column was en- 
gaged. The Victory broke through the 
enemy soon after noon, maxing immense 
havoc.in Villeneuve's flagship, and exch hg- 
ivig broadsides with the oubtable, and 
With the huge Santissina Trinidad, by far 
the largest man-ol-war afloat, and some 
time elasped before the Temeraire gave her 
partial reef, The action had now become 
general, and the British ships 
came up, reducing the great inferiority in 
the first attack. The enemy's ships then 
fell to the leeward and divided, scattered 
and overpowered at every point. Where 
the defence was maintained the allied fleet 
ere long was mass of fragments, disabled, 
helpless, and pursued by their conquerors. 
The victory, splendid as it waa, was dearly 
brought by the loss of life of the illustrious 
warrior, who had prepared it. A musket 
ball from the Redoubtable's tops inflicted a 
mortal wound on Nelson, about an hour an 
and a half after the battle began; and he 
died towards evening. He retained his 
great mental faculties to the last and lived 
to hear that nearly two-thirds of the 
enemy’s fleet had been destroyed or cap- 
tured. He was —— to several of 
England's naval chiefs in political sagacity 
ond calm forethought, but he was the 
greatest of her commanders at sea. He was 
unrivalled in an eventful of war for 
resource, daring, professional ekill and the 
artof winning the hearts of men, and was 
the first of the naval worthies of his country.

No epacific 
malady is undermining his marvellous vi- 
tality, but great change, which his 
grieving friends cannot fail to recognize, 
ws makiog rapid progress. He bas lost 
interest in life. That is ominous, For 
aixty years he has found rest in other 
forms of activity and peace in new strug- 
giea. Work has been his only recrestion. 
Fresh responsibilities never failed to renew 
his vigor, His friends are beginning to 
understand now what Sir Andrew Clarke 
saw clearly that for such a man to told his 
hands meant despiir and death. Every 
offort will be made now ‘o provide the 
warrior statesman with tasks and ambition 
sufficiently important to keep alive that 
energy which craves and feeda upon what 
in moat men would destroy it, if his en- 
thbusiasm can be revived he may remain 
many days a figure of which the nation will 
be most proud, If not, then nothing cin 
long delay the end.

The manafactare of opiam in one of the 
moat profitable iadastries of Britieh Colam- 
bia, says the Seattle Post, an it employs 
rome 400 of 590 men in making charcoal, 
which is ased exclusively for ooking par- 
pores, in addition to the cooks and other 
employees, The Canadian license for the 
manufacture of opiam is $500 a year. 
Government, in addition to providing em- 
ployment for a large number of people, and 
besides bringing into the country a great 
amount of money from the United States, 
derives a neat little revenue each year, all 
at the expense of the United States, 

The development and manufacture of 
opium i# an interesting stady. The Chinete 
are the greatest consumers in the world,

The balia of crude opium are alit epen, 
rome agg with — and boiled E 2 
paste, is paste ie dried, remoistened, 
and again boiled, after which’it is strained. 
Ita goes through this process several times, 
each time being carefully strained and all 
foreign substance removed until it hase 
rich brown color, The drug is boiled in 
large hemispherical brass pans about twenty 
inchea in diameter, The other utensile con- 
sist of « bamboo filter, sprinklers, strainers, 
and pote, When it is properly boiled 
down it is sealed up in brass tins contain- 
ing six ounces each. The factories in China 
can manufacture a better quality of opiam 
for $2.60 leas a pound than the factories on 
the Pacific coast, A good opium cook in 
China iv paid $10 a month and at Victoria 
$40 a month, A day's work consists of 
refining two and a half balls of crude opium, 
each ball making five five-tael cans of pre- 
pared opium. For each additional ball 
retined it is customary to pay to the cook 
50 centa, 

The evil habit of opium smoking has 
obtained such power over the Chinese and 
some classes ot white people in the United 
States that 1t is a physical impossibility to 
wholly atop the importation and use of the 
drug, and the next best meacure, it seem, 
is to adopt some legislation that will check 
the growth of the habit and at the same 
time not defraud the Government of a 
revenue that it is justly entitled to receive, 
and which heretofore haa mostly gone into 
the private purses of the smugglere of the 
Pacific Northwest,

THE PACIFIC CABLE, 


Mr, Audley Coste Makes Some References 
Which Are lniercsting. 


In the course of an interview on his re- 
tarn to Tasmania from Europe, Mr. Audley 
Coote referred to the proposed Pacific cable 
He said that. ‘The route proposed by the 
Governments of France, Germany, America 
and other countries, and in which England 
is invited to join, is to have an internation- 
al Pacific service via Vancouver island. 
England and these colonies will find it to 
their interest to join. For one thing, it will 
reduce the prices of ordinary messages to 
about three shillings per word. The pro« 
ject is now virtually assured. Begides the 
lowering of existing rates, each of the Gov- 


ernmenta interested would be able to send 
its free in each year to the extent 
of ite antee of interest. The ides ia to 
‘vouple up’ Australia with North America, 
starting from Queensland and proceedin 
via Fiji, Samoa, Fanning island, Honolulu, 
and thence to Vancouver island. The cost 
will be about two millions. 

“To show you how it is impossible to go 
through the Pacific without going wateite 
the British sphere of influence,” said Mr. 
Coote, “let us start with Fiji. That isa 
crown colony belonging to England, but 
virtually to New South Wales. amon, the 
next point, is under the protection of Eng- 
land, America and Germany, and then we 
under the protection of Eng- 
and America, and Hawaii is 
absolutely the key of the whole Pacific 
ocean, The ocean is being well surveyed, 
and we are quite aatisfied with the depths 
in nearly every instance, in fact, in every 
instance. The bottom of the ocean has 
been proved to be almost pure lime- 
stone, the fish deposits of millions of years. 
The limestone is again covered with soft 
ooze, and the cable inatead of lying, as in 
many instances, in the water, will licin the 
ooze and free from the toredor, which eats 
the cable.”

The discovery that certain alloys of nick- 
el and steel possessed in a much higher 
degree than steel rteclf the moet usefa 
properties of that metal wae made very 
shortly after the discovery of oor rich 
nickel deposits near Sudbury. Thos a new 
potential supply and demand were found 
out at about the same time, and both are 
now beiangdeveloped. Repeated experiments 
in Eogland, France, and the United 
Statee have proved the great valee 
of nickel steel as material for armor-plate, 
and have demonatrated to the satisfaction 
of the United States ite euperiority over 
all other metale for this purpose. The 
application of a new process of euper- 
carbonizing, called the Harvey process, 
conferred still greater powers of resistance 
on the new alloy, The Harveyed nickel- 
steel plates upto a thickness of fou. teen 
inches had stood the severe testa to which 
they were subjected by the United States 
Governments at Indian Head, and that 
Government finally adopted Harveyed 
nickel-eteel as the material for the armor 
of ite new battleships, Ite action gaaran- 
teed a very considerable demand. for the 
product of our nickel mimes. It waa hoped 
that Great Britain would copy the example 
of the United States, but it seeme that the 
former power is convinced that steel plate 
which has been Harveyed makes the 
best ship armor, and the British 
Admiralty declared in favor of Har- 
veyed steel as against Harveyed nickel- 
steel, The tendency of « steel plate to 
crack when strack with » hard projectile 
of great weight and velocity is very greatly 
overcome by the Harvey process, But 
erdnance experts, in the United States, 
maintain that Harveyed sieel plate has not 
the toughness of ed nickel-steel 
plate.

The mangers 
have « lattice work bottom, about one foot 
above the tight floor, We are very careful 
to save this seed, and by running it through 
our fanning mill twice the seed is 
clean enough to place on the market, and 
as this seed is quoted at $2,253 per bushel, 
we are making good wages these rainy days 
by cleaning timothy seed, 

This is a good time to scrub out the cellar 
and whitewash the wall. When the rain 
lete up #0 We can get out to work we find 
the fences want repairing. As we have 
not yet adopted the sotling system, we cans 
not dispense with the fences, 

We have been building, of late years, 
quite alot of post and rail fence. I think 
we have an improved and rapid way of 
setting, or rather driving the poste, We 
have a sort of pile-driver placed upon « 
wagon; there is a heavy wooden block 
witch drives the post ; on «wagon we place 
« two-horse power gasoline engine; the 
wheel of which is connected to the wind. 
lass of the pile driver by ao belt; the block 
is raised by means of a rope, which passes 
throughapulleyatthe top of frame,end then 
to the windlass, around which it is given s 
couple of turns, When the windlass ia in 
motion the block is raised the desired 
height, and then drepped on the post. A 
team of horses draws the wagon to the 
next place where the post is to be driven, 
If you have not the engine to tura the wind- 
laa, two men can turn having @ crank 
placed. on each end. We have the posts 
sawed four inches square and seven and 
one-half feet in length and drive them in 
the ground three feet. Two men can 
sharpen and drive about 225 posta in ten 
hours with this driver, 


Treatment of the Dairy Cow. 


The proper treatment of the heifer to de- 
velop her best milking quality ie not always 
followed, and by such mistakes cows are 
injured by losing the capacity for doing their 
beat, A writer says upon the subject, that 
it is his practice to leave valves with their 
mothers in a box atall about three days— 
or until the milk is suitable for the dairy ; 
then the cow is returned to her accustomed 
place in the dairy stable, and the calf is 
tied by her side where it can receive its 
mother’s caresses and learn to eat from her 
manger; but cannot reach her udder, 
When it is five days old, it has learned to 
drink readily from the pail st in the 
manger, and at ten days ite diet is warm 
skim-milk and the ensilage, clover hay and 
meal shared with its mother. In winter, 
while the cows are confined in the barn, this 
is an excellent _ much better than to 
separate them and put the calves in a pen by 
themselves. The cows are more contented 
and happy, and the calves are more com- 
fortable from the warmth of their mothers’ 
bodies—they do look so cozy lying snugly 
between the cows, They sooner learn to eat 
and seem to grow up with better manners 
when thus under the eye and influence of 
their mothers, than when confined in a pen 
with others, where they soquire annoying 
habita which they are often long in overcom- 
ing or outgrowing. I would never think of 
leaving a calf four weéka with its mother, 
to take its fill of fresh milk at pleasure. The 
butter which the milk should make, would 
he worth double the amount the veal would 
bring, if sold. It to be raised for the dairy, 
the skim-milk calf ia equal toany, while it 
is much better for the cow to be milked by 
band than by calf. 

My cows are thoroughbred Jerseys, andthe 
heifers invariably drop theiroslves at seven. 
teen to nineteen months of age, and are 
agsin bred when their calves are about hve 
months old; they are thus twelve months in 
milk and dry two months before dropping the 
second calf, { prefer to milk them a full year. 
whick seems to better develop “the milk. 
ing habit” than to dry them off at eight or 
nine moaths, as many do. A year is lon 
enough, however, with the first calf, an 
after that they are allowed to breed as fast 
aathey will. I have one cow, eight years 
old next November, which haa dropped sight 
calves, in succession, and is now fred for 
the ninth; the calves were equally divided 
as to sex, all bealthy and hearty and the 
heifers make excellent milkers. “ This cow 
has been dry, is in good flesh and has gained 
in milk with each succeeding calf,

Whenever geological science appears to 
throw light upon buman history, and more 
particularly ‘upon those great’ opening 
scenes which are described in the Old Teat- 
ament, it immediately commands the at- 
tention of a \astly enlarged audience.

In the discussion that | 
followed the reading of Dr, Prestwich’s 
paper the fact was pointed out that his 
conclusion was corroborated by that of Sir 
William Dawson, who has discovere i other | 
evidence that some catastrope has occurred 
since man to live upon the earth, ao | 
widespread as to forma break in the chain 
of his history, The chief difficulty appears 
to be not in showing that the continents 
have been submerged beneath the ocean, 
but in proving that such submergence has 
since the appearance of man. In 
geology man is looked upon asa very recent 
inhabitant of the planet, the period during 
which be can be shown certainly to have 
existed being but a very small fraction of 
the time that has elapsed since some of the 
animal and vegetable forms by which he ia 
surrounded came into being. But it is sat. 
islactory to know that these great ques. 
tions are not lost sight of in the progress of 
science, Just asthe starry heavens would

at least permit the thought that they may 
contain other inhabited globes, so geology 
would appeal less powerfully to the imag- 
ination if there were no reason to hope that 
itcould ever uncover the footmarks of 
primeval man.

The Standard Oil Company is negotiating 
with the Russian Government through a 
committee a formal treaty, the immediate

presentin the form of a “‘memorandum 
agreement,” drawn up and. signed by all 
he mem bers of “the syndicate of the Rus- 


sian petroleum refiners with the consent 
of the Minister of Finance,” and waits but 
upon the fulfilment by the Standard Com. 
pany of one condition. One great foreign 
refinery, that of Manheim, refuses to join 
the trust, and one or two American associa. 
tions, chiefly the Independent Producers 
Oil Company have not yit surrendered to 
the Staadard combination, Until either 
the Manheim refuses to buy crade oil of 
the Producers Company, or the Producers 
Company refuses to sell to Manheim 
refineries, the monopoly will still lack 
& little of being absolute, and the Rus- 
sian men will refuse to approve the 
treaty. This treaty was the result of a 
meeting of Russian refinera held in St. 
Petersburg at the request of the Russian 
Minister of Finance some time previous to 
October, 1893, The purpose of this meet- 
ing was primarily to bring about an agree- 
mentin the nature of a trust and under 
the-direction of the Government between 
the prédacers and refiners of petroleum in 
the district ot Baku, Russia, practically 
the only petroleum district in the world 
outside of the United States, under .the 
date of October, 1893, the basis of auch an 
agreement was finally reached and put in 
writing. -The representative of 62 per 
cent. of the Russian output, and the 
representatives of the Standard Oil Trust 
participated in the conference. Another 
meeting was held in St Petersburg on Feb- 
ruary |, when the details were perfected 
and signatures attached to the memoranda 
of agreement.

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OUR WEST INDIA TRADE. 


The Trade Averages $3,000,000, Per Year — 
Third om @ur List of Customers 
Abroad, 

The exporte from Canada to the Weat 
Indies amounted to $3,145,708 last year, 
This has been, since 1873, the steadiest 
branch of our foreign trade, having averaged 
about $3,000,000 per year during that per- 
iod. The islands are easily reached, and 
rank third in our list of customers abroad, 
yet no one can read the report of the De- 


partment of Trade and Commerce, just |» 


issued, without seeing that there is room 
for considerable expansion of business in 


that direction. The difficulty seems to be 
that shippers persistently disregard the 
local prejudices against certain forms of 
packages, For example, all the commercial 
agents report a steady demand for butter, 
yet shippers send firkins of from 40 to 60 
unde in weight, inatead of tins running 
rom Sto 15 pounds. At least $1,000,000 
worth of butter might be sent annually to 
the West Indies if this special demand of 
the trade were recognized. The same is 
true of cheese and flour. With respect to 
the latter article, it seems that the ordinary 
barrels are not suitable, and, while Can. 
adian brands are handicapped in the com- 
petition with American shipments in Many 
of the islands, the demand in Demerara 
haa gone steadily upward since a change 
was made in the form of package. Cenate 
seems pre-eminently adapted for the ex. | 
tation of flour, fine dairy products, a-d 
con and hams. The reports of the com. 
mercial ageats clearly show that the West 
Indies can take very largely of these ar- 
ticles if a strict regard is had for the mere 
form of marketing. It is on such auch | 
points that the report ot the Department | 
of Trade and Commerce throws light, and | 
performs a usefal and much needed service | 
to Canadian exporters. At the same time | 
it presents « great mass of other informa. | 
tion respecting the markets of the world, 
which should be acceptable at a time when 
commercial lines are being extended in 
every direction that promises a fair return,

The Strik@Sustified. 
There seems to be a condition of decided 


of bituminous coal minera which has spread 
through nearly all of the coal mining 
States. Prof. E. W. Bemis, who has made 
& thorough investigation of the subject, 
says that ifany strike was ever justified, 
this one is, According to estimates which 
he haa made, based on the census of 1800 
| wages in most States averaged about $2 « 
day when the miners had work ; bat this 
waa usually for not more than 200 days in 
ayear. High charges in company stores 
often further diminished these meager 
wages. Since these figures were made, says 
Prof, Bemis, wages have been reduced one 
third at least on each ton of coal in Ohio 
and western Pennsylvania, and the number 
of days of work per week has been reduced 


one-half. The trouble began with the 
shutting down of iron works near Pitts. 
burg owing to the financial depression, 
when many of the Pennsylvania operators 
deliberately broke their contract with 
the miners’ union, and made a deep 
cut in wages in hope of securing a monop- 
oly of thecoal market. Mr. John MoBride, 
President of the Miners’ Union, then vol- 
untarily released from their contact those 
who were standing \by the agreemens, 
saying that it was unjhet that they should 
sufler on account of the action of the more 
uncrupnulons compani Those who first 
reduced wages then made a deeper out, and 
so it has gone.on until/the price paid per 
ton has gone down from 79 to 60 and even 
45 centa, This reduction ia wages does not 
seem to have beem demanded by the con- 
dition of industry, aa the cost of fuel makes 
only asmall percentage of the coat of manu. 
factured articles. It was done, as it ap- 
pears, to gainan unjust advantage over 
competing companies, at the expense of the 
miners. Every effort should of course have 
boen made for arbitration befores strike was 
ordered, but it should be remembered that 
this trouble has been caused by the viola 

tion by the operators of an agreement reach: 
ed in a previous arbitration.

CHINESE IMMIGRATION TO CAN 
ADA.

The Colestials Mave Pald Poll Tax to the 
Ameust orf Over Balfa Million Pollars, 


Since the adoption of the Chinese Immi. 
gration Act in 1886, 10,106 Celestials. 
have entered Canada, paying poll tax to 
the amount of over halt a million dollare; 
242 Chinese came in exempt from any 
charges, being either diplomatic agents or 
scientists. From the 10,348 immigrante 
arriving eince the Act went into force 
there should be deducted 6,198, who, on 
leaving the country, took out certificates 
of leave, or registered for leave prior to 
June 30, 1893, all of whose certificates had 
become cancelled by limitation, and a 
further number of registrations were out- 
stauding still available for return, leaving 
the net balance of less than 4,250 arrivals 
in excess of departures, Those figures 
cannot, however, be taken as evidence of 
that increased Chinese population of the 
country since the Act went into force, as 
many leave with no intention of returning, 
and consequently do not register. The 
figures are also valueless in estimating the 
present number in the country, as 
there exists no reliable evidence as to 
the number in the country at the time 
the Act went into force. The census of 
April 5, 1891, gree the total number of 
Chinese in the Dominion at that date as 
9,129, to which add 6,384 arrivals since 
that date and deduct 909 outstanding cer- 
tificates of leave, and of registrations for 
leave that have been issued since then, 
and thers remains a balance of 14,66 as 
representing the number in the country on 
June 35, 18393, less those whe have left 
Without reporting, of which no reliable 
oatimate can be given.

People Dic.Every Wear from 
Their Bites. 

Altogether about twenty thousand per- 
sone die each year in India from the bites 
of various snakes, and it ia no exaggeration 
to say that some sixty of Queen Victoria's 
subjects who were alive and well yesterday 
are to-day being burnt or buried out in 
india as a sequel to these accidents, says a 
writer in McClure’s Magazine, The same 
will happen to-morrow and the next day 
and at least one death from similar causes 
may be expected to occur every half hour. 
Mortality of this magnitude is a terrible 
thing though the fact must be remembered 
that it is distributed among a Population 
of 250,000,000, and thus pasies to & great 
extent unnoticed, . 

‘The casualties are confined almost en. 
tirely to the poorer and more ignorant 
natives, who habitually go about with bare 
feet. For, although creatures like the 
hamadryas and the echis are occasionally 
spoiling for a fight, as ® general rule a 
snake is no more anxious to be trodden 
upon than a man is to tread updén it. The 
constquence is that people who wear boots 
are hardly ever bitten, This is not se much 
because of the protection of the leather as 
on account of the hoise made by « boot 
upon the ground, which warns, the anake 
to get out of the way, The ordinary native 
in bare feet makes hardiy any sound what. 
ever as he walke along, and is conseq uent- 
ly very liable to surprise a anake in the 
path. The white man, on the other haad, 
in w good pair of creaky boots, is so safe 
that it is most exceptional to hear of an 
accident where he ie concerned.

TREATMENT FOR OBESITY. 


A Patient Loses More Than Fifiy Pounds 
im the Conree of Mx Months. 


Savill gives an account of his treatment 
of obesity that presents some features of 
special interest, says the London Lancet, A 
man 5 feet 10 inches in height and weigh- 
ing 284 pounds was admitted to the Padd- 
ington infirmary to be treated for an ulcer. 
This patient, 68 years of age, was unable 
to walk, chiefly by reason of his bulk, He 
was put upon « diet of one pound of cooked 
fish and one pound of lean cooked meat a 
day anda pint of hot water sipped at in- 
tervals every two hours, The fish and the 
meat were distributed in meals, according 
to the taste of the patient, but no bread, 
vegetables, milk| or any other article of 
food was allow The patient waa a 
person of intelligence and did everything 
towards the auocges of his treatment, manag. 
ing to drink five or six pints of hot water 
duringtheday. Weight decreased steadily. 
On admission, Sep. 21, it was 284 pounds; 
Oct, 2 it wae 274 pounds; Nov, 18 it was 
256 pounda, and Deo. 4, 2464 pounds. At 
Christmas there was some lautude given in 
diet, and the result waa # prompt addition 
to his weight of seven pounds, but py Jan. 
15 ve was reduced to 239 pounds, 
After four month's treatment the diet was 
modified by the addition of two amall alice, 
of bread and butter at breakfast and suppers 
and milk and sugar in his tea night and 
morning. Feb. 7 he retarned to ordinar 
meat diet, such as other patients had, wit 
the exception of potatoes, He then weighed 
2344 pounds, Weight increased slightly 
for « time after resuming ordinary diet, bat 
March 21, when the patient loft, he weigh. 
ed 2304 pounds, having lost over fifty 
pounds in six months, The ulcer healed 
within four weeks of his admission, and 
pain and stiffness soon disappeared, per- 
mitting as much walking as the space in 
the ward would allow. Weight remains 
the same (230) pounds), the man being now 
on ordinary diet, but drinking no beer. 
His health is excelient.

The Hon. Billa Flint Dead. 


Ottawa, Ont., June 15.—Senator 
Flint, of Belleville, died at. the 
Grand Union Hotel, at ten minutes 
past twelve to day, aged 89 years

The Hor. Billa Flint was born in 
Elizabethtown, Leeds, Ont., on Feb.

ciple. The alcohol with which thie and 
the essentials of other aromatic plants are 
mixed holds these volatile ofle in solution, 

It-is the precipitation of these oils in 
water that causes the rich = of your 
giase when the absinthe is po on the 
cracked ice; donble emblems or warnings 
of the ——e and the — of your 
brain if you take to it steadily. Thus every 
drink of the opaline liquid is an object 
lesson in chemistry that carries ite own 
moral, 

The continued use of absinthe gives rise to 
epileptic symptonr as an external ex 
ion of the profound disturbance of the n 
and nerves, One large dose of the essence 
of the wormwood, indeed, has been noted 
as causing almost instantly epileptiform 
convulsions in animals.

A Germen Whe Lost His Wealth Comumlis 
« Mest Terrible Crime. 

A Berlin, Germany, despatch says:—Carl 
Seiger, formerly a man of wealth and pos- 
ition, engaged in the printing business, met 
with reverses which caused the loss of his 
entire fortune. Seiger and his wife became 
deapondent and believed that they and 
their children were on the verge of star. 
vation. They resolved that all should die 
The couple administered poison to their 
sons Rudolph, aged 19, and Bruno, aged 
13, both students in the Berlin gymnasium 
from the effects of which both died almost 
immediately, They then hanged their 
youngest son, Martin, aged 10, and their 
daughter, Elizabeth, aged 7. Sat- 
isfying themeelves that all their children 
were dead, Seiger and his wife each drank 
acupof poison. Twocups of poisoned milk 
were found in Seiger’s apartments. After 
Seiger and his wife drank tbe poison, Seiger 
strangled his wife to death with s rope and 
then banged himself froma door frame. 
The police on entering the room found all 
of the family dead except Seiger, in whom 
there were still signs of life, but, he too 
died a few minutes afterwards. Seiger left

ean contention. 

HER MIDDLE POSITION. 


Tn many ways Canada holds a carious 
middle position in political thought be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. 
At first sight it might appear that the im- 
pact of go immense a community as the 
United Stites would entirely dominate 
Canadian lings of growth in politics and 
social life and determine their tendencies, 
But thie is very far from being the case. 
Canada has retained a very distinct indi- 
viduality of its own. But with ite own 
life, the Dominion grows more cordial 
with its great neighbor as the latter learns 
to reapect it, : ; i 

At the point which they have now reach- 
ed the business of Canada and the United 
States is to live on friendly terms with 
each other, And there is little to prevent 
them from doing so, given common honeaty 
of dealing and respect for cach others righta, 
The great boundary questions have been set- 
tled with the exception of thatin Alaska. 
Other points of dispute have been cleared 
away. Mr. Goldwin Smith always assumes 
that Canada’s presence as a part of the 
British Empire on the American Continent 
is aatanding irritation to the United States. 
Possibly it is to a baser element in the 
United States, but that is not a thing to 


which o free a should pander, It is 
much more likely that Canada, in the mid- 
dle ground which it occupies, will prove to 
be the solvent which will unite in sympathy 
and on honorable terms the two great 
nations with wich she is allied in race and 
languages. Certainly it isin dealing with 
Canadian questions that these nations have 
made the greatest advance in the matter of 
national arbitration. In framing her 
system Canada took many hints from the 
United States, ‘ 


BER SUPERIOR ORGANIZATION. 


In the practical work of Government the 
United States might well take many les 
sons from Canada. In maintaining a high 
respect for the law and the judicial office, 
in the management of native races, in or- 

izing a non-political Civil Service, in 
es ee cation of marriage laws, to mention 
afew special points, the greater success of 
the emaller and younger: Federation has 
been marked. 

On the other hand, by applying the fed- 
eral Lier of government on @ great 
scale while keeping the system in harmony 
with British Institutions, Canada maat be 
thought of, not as becoming Americanized, 
but as making a most important addition 
to the political experience of the Empire. 
There is no sufficient grouad for doubting 
the success of the experiment. Friction 
there haa been, but nothing that for a mo- 
ment can be compared witn what the Un- 
ited States had to deal with in the earlier 
years of the Union; nothing that has not 
yielded to judicious treatment. Friction 
there will doubtless still be, but the 
principle of union has now passed through 
the critical stage, and no single provinze 
would be allowed to violate the federal 
compact, 

HER FAR-REACHING INFLUENCE 

“The success of federaliem in the Dominion 
and theincreased weight it hasgiven to Can- 
ada cannot but have far-reaching re- 
suite upon other parte of the Empire. It 
will forward the idea of unity in Australia 
and South Africa,and gan the way to ite 

t may suggest the 
lines of further political development for the 
Empire. It is not urlikely to have consider. 
able effect even u political ideas in the 
United States, The Dominion is now illus. 
trating on the American continent the ad- 
mitted fact that the popular will under the 
British system works mach more rapidly 
and effectively ina democracy which is not 
a republic than one that is. 

13 SHE OVER-GOVERNED ? 

But while this first British application of 
the federal idea has been a distinct success, 
there have been many lessons to learn. 
There is ground for the opinion that since 
confederation Canada has been over-gov- 
erned. The weak point of the system in 
thie respect has manifestly been in the 
provincial Legislatures, 

Confederation transferred to the Federal 
Parliament very extensive powers previous- 
ly exercised by the province, and particu- 
larly powers which influence vital con- 
stitutional change. In this the Canadian 
ere goes far beyond the example of the 

nited States. While the importance of 
the local Legislature wae thus lrssened, the 
machinery of govcrmment was loft mosh as 
before, in deference to proviezial feeling, 
which at first resisted any loss of proetige, 
even when it was artificial, This machinery 
has proved too complicated and expensive, 
especially in the emailer provinces, 

BER UPPER HOveR, 
When the power to make grave consti-

Though at once the individual farmer 
may not see how such an institution can be 
of benefit to him, he will see it after 
thought and experience, In the first place, 
it affords him free an expert test of the 
milk-producing quality of each cow, by 
which he may improve his dairy by choice 
selection. It furnishes to him an analy- 
sis of the best milk-producing grains, 
pasturage and fodder; thereby he is in- 
formed as to what to sow and plant. When 


one considers that each dairy is awarded 
according to ite cream teat, it is plain! 
seen how essential such infermation is. ie 
relieves the farmer of all the care of the 
dairyhouse and the expense of time, labor 
sad repair contingent upon butter-makio 
facilities ; moreover the great influence an 
tation of the institution is behind the 
individual farmer, pushing him to the front 
with the other great business movements of 
the world. Bat best of all, it grants liberty 
tothe farmer inthe realm in which he 
lives, moves and has his being. All the 
time he has heretofore spent in the endless 
duties of preparing the product of hia dairy 
for the market and in finding a market for 
the product, is saved to him. Now with his 
sind free from anxiety of the churning- 
room and market-place, he turns to those 
interests of his farm which before have had 
little or none of his attention and have 
auffered seriously from the careless indiffer. 
ence of the hard laborer, Now he can 
study the nature of his lands and know 
what portions of hig farm he cap sow and 
plant lo the beat advantage, that it may 
yield him the richest retarns for bis labor, 

He has time now to read. Time and in- 
telligence are the demands of the age. 
Invention brings both into every depart- 
ment of life, As soon as the farmer begins 
to read and study all the detaile of his 
farm, the soil, its elements, the rocks, their 
stratification, climatic effects, the nature 
of grains, grasses, herbs and trees ; and the 
nature of horses, cattle, sheep, swine and 
doge—yes, even cate—there will come in- 
telligence, and with intelligence success, 
and with success riches, 

If the eye of any farmer who feels that 
the future holds naught in store for his 
interest, falls upon these lines with suffici- 
ent interest to read them through, let me 
say, never were there days of grander poa- 
sibilities for the farmer than those of now. 
Chirk up bit. Remember the chief ob- 
ject of lite is the pursuit of happiness, Do 
not bury your gaze too much in the dust 
ef thecorn-bill. Look out ac:oss the amil- 
ing face of God into the intertiseued 
glories of the runsetand up at the stars. 
Read every spare moment you have and Jet 
it be something useful and helpful in your 
noble calling. Put yourrelf in touch with 
the great movements of the times, Have a | 
definiteaim. Shoot at something tangible. | 
Filling the air with random shot from 

dfather’s blunderbuss will not bring | 
own much game. Good, homely sense is | 
the first contideration in the make-up of | 
the man who is to be a wealthy farmer. 
Industry is a prime qaality and can not be 
left out of account, bat many farmers are 
kept poor by working too hard. They put 
work into useless places or do their work 
the hardest way.

A DOMINION EXHIBITION. 


i Weuld be of Great Rene tt te the Conn. 


7, amd Premete feter-Preritecial 
Trade, ‘ 


On several ovcasions Parliament has 
voted a sum of $10,000 for a Dominion 
exhibition, and the exhibition has been 
held, in combination with existing exhibi- 
tions, in various patte of the country, 
Montreal has had it; so have Halifax, 
Toronto, Kingston, London, and Hamilton, 
The Dominion show hitherto has been an 
enlargement of alocal enterprise. It hae 
been a good exhibition ; yet not #0 compre- 
hensive or so extensive as, under more 
favorable circumstances, it may become. 
One of the drawbacks to the complete sne- 
cess of the Dominion exhibition in the past 
has been the fact that the directore who 
have had the responsibility of preparing 
for it have not been given sufficient time in 
which to advertise it both in and out of 
Canada. The grantas a rule has been 
voted in April or May, and it bas been 
available in the following September. Five 
months only have therefore been allowed 
for the requisite publicity. “Why not 
make the annoancement in advance of 
the actual vote f” some one may ask, The 
answer is plain. A Government, however 
willing tc propose a grant, cannot promire 
to do so until it is ready in the ordinary 
way to maxe the a to Parliament. 
It ts thusimpossible to know foracertainty, 
in advance, that there will bea grant, But 
the Government ne ag propose «a grant 
during the session of the year preceding 
that in which the exhibition is held. For 
example, it might ask Parliament now to 
vote the money for an exhibition in 1895, 
That it would do well te follow this course 
there is every reason to believe. We are 
endeavoring to promote

announced the world over, attracting visi- 
tors from all quartere,and showing toall com- 
era specimens of the prodacts of every one 
of our provinces, Such a show would widen 
our trade, and assist in finding for our 
producers new customers, either at home 
or abroad, It would atimulate industry, 
and pay us over and over in the moder- 
ate sum it would cost. If the Dominion 
Parliament will make s grant at the pres. 
ent session for » Dominion exhibition in 
1895, to be held on the Toronto grounds, 
which are undoubtedly very suitable, in 
that the equipment is excellent and the sit- 
uation central, the provinces, following in 
a modest way the example of the various 
States at Chicago, could participate, each 
for itself putting up characteristic buildings, 
and organizing its exhibit. While these 

ations are in progress the exhibition, 
which would unquestionably be one of 
large proportions, could be effectively ad- 
vertised throughout the world, as were the 
Melbourne and Jamaica exhibitions. See. 
ing that the exhibition would be 20 much 
larger than the usual annual show and that

would be expected to visit it from all parte 
of Canada, the sister colonies, and the 
neighbouring States, it could be kept open 
for ® inonth or possibly six weeks, as may 
hereafter be determined upon. The Uo- 
minion grant, of course, would be used to 
aid in rendering the show a success, It 
could be devoted in part to prizes, thus 
swelling the ‘prize list considerably ; and 
the balance could be used as « contribution 
towards paying the expense of sending 
exhibite, horses, cattle, ete, to the show, 
To recapitulate, if the Government will 
make a grant this year, a thorongh Domin- 
ion exhibition can be organized for 1895 on 
the Toronto grounds, Such an exhibition 
would be representative of the entire coun- 
try, and for the purpose for which exhibi- 
tions are devised, namely, the extension of 
trade and the communication of ideas, it 
would be a splendid investment tor Canada 
at this particular moment, when the eh- 
largerment of our commercial opportunities 
is regarded as important on all hands.
